Governor La Follette as a reformer

ing with state institutions.

Col. .Murphy, does the interfering but 
an intimate knowledge of the Murphy 
methods, prompts the Gazette to de- 
fend him against 'the mild accusation. 
Col. Murphy is not that kind of a 
politician. ; .

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THE LEAF MARKET. 


Whatever may be the attitude oC the 


general public toward the hot and 
"stick}'" weather it has been warmly 
•welcomed by tobacco growers and all 
those who are interested financially 
in the leaf whose growth is attended 
by so many dangerous chances. 


For the past few weeks the tobacco 


. man has not ben able to draw a full 


breath for ' fear of frost. 
His fear 


has not been an; unfounded one for 
on several mornings when he arose 
early from a troubled sleep he saw 
that which he had areacetl to see 
visible traces of the frost king's vis- 
it during the night. 


The joy which he felt at finding his 


tobacoc plants unharmed was 
of 


brief duration for there was always 
the possibility that a heavier frost 
would come and kill all of the tobacco 
hopes of the season in one night. For 
several-weeks this danger has been a 
close and ever present one and the 
sudden change to a torrid tempera 
ture was hailed with delight in tobac 
co circles. 


While there have been 
severa 


quite heavy frosts the tobacco crop 
of the state has suffered no materia 
damage. ' Of course, there are indiv 
idual cases of loss, but in the aggre 
gate no bad effect is noticed. 


However, no one is sorry that th 


threatening weather has 
departed 


The past .week has been ideal tobac- 
co weather and the combined heat 
and moisture has worked wond.ers 
with tobacco plants just as it has 


n all plant !ife and the roses 
and 


other flowers which have been kept 
ightly covered up in bud form have 
blossomed forth in all of their beauty 
within the last few days. 
Tobacco 


plants have seemed to fairly leap for- 
ward and are making up for lost time. 
They are plentiful and considering 
the late summer their condition could 
not be better.
